The press room is empty. The 
humor written on walls; the cut- 
out pictures and clippings, mean- 
ingful only to the occupants of 
the room, seem lonely and neg- ° 
lected. The press room goes 
where the President goes. 


It is a good time and it is 
emotionally stirring to see the 
White House in all its new, ren- 
ovated beauty. It is magnifi- 
cent now, a legend, a heritage 
and a shrine in itself. 


It is amusing, in the Green 
Room, to see hanging there, on 
the same side of that beautiful 
room, two presidential portraits. 
There is Calvin Coolidge, that 
dry, unimaginative man who at- 
tained a reputation as one of 
our better, safer, presidents, but 
whom history now is writing as 
one of our worst; and of Harry 
S. Truman, who- likely will be 
written, finally, as one of our 
best. Though to be sure, there 
are those who do not think so. 
But one grins, seeing them there 
side by side, and wonders if the 
thin ghost of Careful Cal ever 
visits that room, rustling like a 
dry autumn leaf, and is angry 
about it. 


Red Room 


In the Red Room the pictures 
are, generally, more _ suitably 
arranged. There hang those of 
Woodrow Wilson, Abraham Lin- 
coln, Grover Cleveland and Wil- 
liam McKinley. 

The President’s office is mag- 
nificent and beautiful in its al-. 
most Spartan, simple, clean dig- 
nity. 

The White House makes one 
think of how the country has 
grown and is growing—and of 
how great a burden is placed 
on those who govern us. There 
was a time when Dolly Madison 
hung out her washing in the 
unfinished East Wing. There 
was a time when Abe Lincoln 
walked up and down the corri- 
dors in his old worn carpet slip- 
pers, his thin shanks and a night 
shirt showing beneath an old 
dressing gown, worrying about 
the great War Between the 
States, the fate of the Union and 
what the French might do in 
Mexico. 

One thinks, too, ' of Woodrow 
Wilson when he was sleepless in 
that house—having taken the na- 
tion into the first great world 
war when the passage of years 
had ended our splendid isola- 
tion on which for so long we had 
leaned and counted. 

Their burdens were great. 
But they were small as com- 
pared with those which Frank- 
lin D. ‘Roosevelt encountered. 


World Decision 


The world decisions which 
Harry S. Truman faced so forth- 
rightly, and with so little ac- 
counting of politics, likely will 
write him high in the records 
when all is said and done. 
~And now history has brought 
to Dwight D. Eisenhower deci- 
sions and problems never faced 
by any other president. It has 
brought him, too, a huge popu- 
lation pushing toward a count 
of 200 million peoples. It has 
confronted him with a nation 
moving out of a rural climate 
into one. of cities-and industrial- 
ization, and all that means. 

More than that, it has placed 
him at one of the pivot points of 
the continuing industria] revolu- 
tion. The steam engine, the 
gasoline engine, the electrical 
transformer all tame along to 
shake and agitate the world, 
changing its way of living, its 
thinking, its manner of produc- 
tion. 

Now comés atomic energy and 
all its vast power to change. 
Now comes, too, a great ideo- 
logical war possessing all the 
cruelty, ruthlessness and dog- 
matism of the ancient religious 
wars which so stain the history 
of the world.

*Junking of the “junk mail’ experiment by the Post)result of a planned increase in 
Office Department Thursday made Atlanta letter car- 


riers jubilant. 
Postal officials here seemed 


pleased, too, but like good pub- 
lic servants hesitated to com- 
ment. 


The Post Office Department 
has been delivering the so-called 
‘junk mail’’ on a trial basis for 
the past 15 months. Properly 
called simplified-address mail, it 
permits distribution of advertis- 
ing material addressed simply to 
‘“*householder,”’ ‘‘patron’’ or 
‘‘boxholder’’ without requiring a 
specific address. It’s handled on 
a third-class basis at 1% cents 
a piece. 

Thursday Postmaster Gen. 
Summerfield said the experiment 
will be jettisoned March 31, 1955, 
because it just hasn’t worked out.

Sanders and General Supt. of 
Mails James E. Fuller’ both 
pointed out that the junk mail 
has been handled on light deliv- 
ery days and has not interfered 
with movement of first class 
mail, 

Fuller said he didn’t feel good 
public servants should express 
opinions on anything the govern- 
ment decides. But he dug out 
volume records on the amount of 
junk mail being handled here. 

There are about 1,250,000 
pieces a month coming into the 
city for purely loca! delivery 
from out-of-state concerns. And 
approximately 1,000,000 a month 
originate here for delivery in At- 
lanta and other Georgia cities. 

Direct mail advertisers have 
liked the service—one national food 
concern to the tune of 28,500,000 
in October. The public hasn't, 
and neither have weekly news- 
papers which say it has cut into 
their advertising. 

Such mail will continue to be 
delivered after March 31 on rural 
routes and to boxholders at post 
offices where no city or town 
delivery service is available.

CHICAGO, Dec. 30 (P—Winter’s 
first storm threatened floods at 


rain, sleet and snow on northern 


blow. 


At least 55 deaths in the nation 
were attributed to the storm, 
which buried the Southwest and 
much of the Midwest under heavy 
snows, spawned destructive tor- 
nadoes in the South and dragged 
a severe cold wave in its wake. 


Early today another earthquake 
also shook Eurcka, Calif., smash- 
ing windows and widening cracks

by last week's temblor. 


U.S. forecasters said the mas- 
sive stofm system, most vicious 
and lethal of the young season, 
split into two parts as it meved 
eastward out of the Midwest. 


One part swirled across Lake 
Ontario into Canada and the 
other moved east of Boston along 
the Atlantic Seaboard. 


The Ohio, Monongahela and Al- 
legheny rivers, swollen by melt- 
ing snow and 24 hours of rain, 
rose toward floodstage at Pitts- 
burgh’s Golden Triangle and in 
western Pennsylvania. 

The Ohio began lapping over 
wharves bordering Pittsburgh’s 
triangle section. However, offi- 
cials said a rise of several feet 
over floodstage was not consid- 
ered serious.

“There are, of course, further 
steps to be taken, both in France 
and elsewhere, before a_ satis- 
factory foundation for Western 
defense has been achieved. But 
of particular importance is the 
fact that the French deputies, 
after initial hesitations against 
bringing Germany into Western 
defense arrangements, have now 
voted to ratify the new treaties 
signed at Paris last October. 
“The French action is all the 
more significant since it follows 
the vote on ratification taken

French Vote Cheers 


World as Year Ends 


As 1954 passes into history, news 
comes that the French National Assembly 
has given final approval to West German 
rearmament. Premier Mendes-France has 
won his battle to steer France into the 
Western camp—at least temporarily. He 
is proving a statesman of great stature 

The narrow margin of victory—only 
°7 votes—on the last vote of confidence to 
admit West Germany into Western Euro- 
pean Union, shows the reluctance with 
which France finally accepts the Ger- 
mans as allies and partners. The close 
vote also forecasts more troubles ahead as 
steps are taken to implement the treaties. 

The protocols must now go to the 
Council of the Republic, or Senate, for 
approval. This body can delay ratification 
if it wishes by adding amendments and 
sending them back to the assembly. On 
this precarious thread, the fate of West- 
ern Europe still hangs in the balance. 

But as 1954 ends, approval of these 
treaties even by such slender margins 
gives the world hope. The chains that 
will secure the West from Communist 
aggression are being forged and the frame- 
work of a united Western Europe—after 
centuries of wars and nationalism— 
is emerging. 

The work of the last decade is be- 
ginning to reach a climax. The painful 
reconstruction that is restoring stability 
to Western Europe—largely financed by 
the United States—is paying off. The 
farsighted policies established by Presi- 


dent Truman, Gen. Marshall and Dean 
Acheson are reaching fruition under 
President Eisenhower and John Foster 


Dulles. The great gamble that we took is 
proving wise. 

In the papers, too, is cheering news 
from Asia. Five Asian prime ministers 
stood in pouring rain with Indonesian 
President Ahmed Soekerno to tell 200,- 
000 wildly cheering Indonesians that 
Africa and Asia must cooperate. The 
premiers were from the Colombo Pact 
countries—Ceylon, India, Burma, Paki- 
stan and Indonesia. The pact is anti- 
Communist and devoted to development 
of the so-called “backward” nations. 

They agreed to invite the government 
chiefs of 25 other Asian and African na- 
tions to meet with them. The purpose is to 
form an Asian-African bloc to serve as a 
buffer between the Soviet Union and the 
West. 

So the old year dies on a cheering note. 
It has been a trying one for the people of 
the United States. Many are saying that 
it may well mark the turning point in 
history—the year when the world, be- 
cause of American leadership and power, 
turned its back on fear and certain atomic 
holocaust and moved toward world 
peace. 
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Today a Chapter Ends 
In the History of Life 


This day ends the old year, a span of 
days and nights forever gone. As in all 
things ended, the flavor is bittersweet. 

At midnight tonight we bury the mis- 
takes of the past 12 months and wipe 
the ledger clean. Nostalgically we remem- 
ber the good of-the old year, the new 
friends made and the kind fates that con- 
tributed to our happiness, and perhaps 
helped us make those around us happier, 
too. 

To say good-bye always is sad, for 
there is the remembrance of things un- 
done, and of things that would have been 
better undone and of words better unsaid. 
The last day of the year is for reflection, 
and sorrow for our sins. It is a day to 
forgive our enemies in the hope that they 
will forgive us, and a time to resolve to 
sin no more, or at least to sin as little 
as possible. 

On New Year’s Eve we blot out the 
past, and with it our mistakes. Tomorrow 
begins a better year for each of us, and, 
through the total of our individual efforts, 
a better year for the world.

Federal Aid to Airports 


Is in Nation’s Interest 


Secretary of Commerce Sinclair Weeks 
said the other day that the administration 
plans the greatest outlays next year in 
history for aid in construction of airports. 
In effect, he was admitting the Federal 
Government’s responsibility in that field. 

He also was recognizing the tremen- 
dous strides being made in aviation and 
its importance to the national security and 
economic progress. 

Here again.we have an interstate and 


international transportation industry that . 


is outgrowing facilities and local ability 
to take care of needed improvements. The 
need for airports transcends state lines, 
cities and even international boundaries. 

Last year for the first time trans- 
oceanic air passenger volume exceeded 
steamship volume. Air freight and pas- 
senger traffic in this country surpassed

all past years. Vast strides were made.in 
aircraft themselves, pointing to the day 
when air transportation will become the 
greatest factor in internal and external 
commerce. x 

International aerial commerce will 
figure prominently in the long contest 
ahead with communism as American in- 
dustry expands abroad. 

Until the administration spells out its 
proposed vast public works program, the 
amount allotted to airports is unknown. 
But that the Federal Government does 
have a responsibility in that field gen- 
erally is recognized. 

Atlanta’s Mayor Hartsfield has been 
one of the leaders in the fight for recog- 
nition of the Federal Government’s re- 
sponsibility in airport construction. The 
vast strides being made today were made 
possible largely as a result of past as- 
sistance in this field. Local governments 
find it impossible to foot the total bill. 
Meanwhile, airport inadequacies are be- 
coming more and more apparent—as in 
Atlanta. 

If aviation is to realize its potential, 
continued modernization of airport facil- 
ities is an absolute must. It is a problem 
for all the people and in their interest 
that the job be done. Local, state and 
federal resources should join in the task.

Congested downtown streets and a 
dearth of parking spaces is a two-headed 
problem that plagues nearly all Ameri- 
can cities. As these cities continue to 
grow, the problem grows, too, for down- 
town streets are difficult to widen and ga- 
rages expensive to build. 

Unless something is done, the inevit- 
able result is decentralization. If people 
can’t get to town, the businesses in town 
move out to the people. This ends in de- 
cay of the downtown area, a decline in 
realty values and finally a drop in tax 
collections that hurts the whole munici- 
pality. 

City planners neatly have resolved the 
matter into bringing more people to 
town in fewer vehicles by means of public 
transit., This is easier said than done for 
the average American loves his car as 
much as he loves his dog. It takes a reak 
inducement to separate the 
understands the advantages of public 
transportation, but shuns it if possible, 

The transit companies, which have 
been badly hurt by this shift from public 
to private transport, finally are doing 
something. Atlanta’s new express busses 
are an example. Now comes Cincinnati 
with a “club plan.” Under this system, 
special busses give portal-to-portal serv- 
ice from home to office. Seats are re- 
served. Everything possible is done to 
make the passengers feel comfortable and 
at home. 

Here at last may be the solution to 
downtown congestion; transit companies 
that make their service so efficient that 
vou can’t afford to ignore it, and so pleas- 
ant that you wouldn’t do without it if you 
could.

Parole Authority of Experts Proposed 


To Separate Criminals From Mentally Ill 


Atlanta—Your comment recent- 
ly with respect to a parole sys- 
tem points in the right direction, 
but overlooks certain basic re- 
quirements. 


Whoever exercises the power 
to balance the right of liberty 
of an individual against the right 
of society to freedom from mo- 
lestation by criminal acts needs 
to know whether the offense was 
the result of a calculated risk 
weighed with reasonable intelli- 
gence against the profit to be 
gained, or whether such acts re- 
sulted from some character of 
psychic trauma, or other factors 
beyond the control of the of- 
fender. ‘ 

We should create a parole au- 
thority on the state level and in- 
tegrate the several agencies 
which now act separately and 
independently. This authority 
should be governed by a board 
of legal and medical experts. 
To the end that no prisoner may 
be retained, nor any released, 
on the mere circumstance of an 
expiration date in a penal sen- 
tence, the fixed sentence rule 
should be repealed and an inde- 
terminate sentence entered in 
each case, allowing each prison- 
er to fix the expiration date by 
his response to correction. 

We get the safest determina- 
tions from laymen judges and 
jurors and parole officers so long 
as they are dealing with the 
moral and ethical aspects of per- 
sons and situations involved in 
the trial of cases. But only pro- 
fessional people are capable of 
judging tne mental and moral re- 


. sponsibility of the warped per- 


sonalities. 

Such determinations should be 
relegated to a board capable of 
evaluating clinical records and

: _WASHINGTON—Adlai Stevenson, who deals 
in ideas as well as in words, once coined an ex- 


pression to give arresting impact to this point: 
“We wouldn't,” he said, ‘have so much talk about the problem of 
State's rights if we hadn’t committed so many state’s wrongs.” 

What Mr. Stevenson was saying was that the trend to Big Govern- 
ment, the increasing centralization in Washington, has come about 
in large part because the state governments did not undertake the 
public services which the American people wanted performed, 


That the states would not now 
be lamenting the loss of the 
“rights” which have gone to 
Washington if the states had exer- 
cised those rights when they had 
the opportunity. 

Today the states face exactly 
this kind of challenge in the acute, 
nationwide crisis in public edu- 
cation. Everywhere in the United 
States we have a mounting tide 
of students and a mounting short- 
age of teachers, a mounting short- 
age of classrooms, a mounting 
shortage of education itself. 

Are the states going to meet 
this challenge—and master it—or 
will the states again abdicate most 
of their responsibility, drop it 
despairingly in the lap of the 
federal government and then begin 


to lament some more about the 
“loss of state’s rights?”’ 

The need does not stand still. 
It gets greater, more acute, more 
demanding every day. 

The states are now constructing 
altogether 50,000 new classrooms 
every year. And in doing this well, 
they are falling behind the growing 
school population by some 67,000 
classrooms every year!

built, a total of 370,000 new ele- 
mentary and secondary classrooms 
at an estimated cost of $11,- 
When are we going to get them?

Secretary of State Dulles called 
the vote “a good augury for the 
future,’’ but the truth is that his 


associates are sick at heart about 
the political instability of France 
and full of doubts about her reli- 
ability as an ally. 

In short, Premier Pierre Men- 
des-France got his vote of confi- 
dence from the French chamber, 
but France itself gets no vote of 
confidence here. 


No responsible official wil] ad- 
mit it, and if pressed all will 
deny it, but despite the favorable 
vote, this country will proceed 
with its ‘‘agonizing reappraisal’ 
of France after all. 

It will not be the sweeping ‘‘re- 
appraisal’ threatened by Secre- 
tary Dulles before the French re- 
jection of the European Defense 
Community plan, but after the 
performance of France in 1954, 
this country will almost certainly 
seek ways and means of minimiz- 
ing its reliance on France in 
Western Europe. 

This does not mean retreating 
to a ‘“‘peripheral strategy,’’ rely- 
ing on air power based in Spain 
and Britain, but it does mean that 
the United States, while remain- 
ing in France, will slowly build 
up alternate lines of communica- 
tion through, Belgium, and place 
greater reliance on Germany, 
Britain and the Low Countries.

He chooses to call it ‘chronic 
unemployment”’ and describes it as 
“the situation of those people who 
exhaust the full duration of unem- 
ployment insurance benefits and 
still go on unable to get work, 
either because of the locality, or of 
the industry, or because of some 
other factor that makes them a 

-special group.”’ 

The department's study shows 
such conditions exist chiefly in coal 
and textiles on an—industry basis 
and otherwise in isolated and spot- 
ty, but nevertheless acute, in- 
stances where for some reason or 
other an industry suddenly pulls 
up and moves elsewhere, or just 
goes out of business, leaving work- 
ers stranded and with no other op- 
portunities for jobs in the area. 

Undersecretary Larson recog- 
nizes that this problem cannot be 
met under our unemployment com-

More Than They 
Bargained For 


Grady Johnson, the Decatur newspaperman who left Georgia 
for Hollywood and has since made a pretty penny writing pieces 
for the magazines, was in town not too long ago on trail of 
Burt Lancaster for whom he has been doing a bit of publicity. 
Mr. Lancaster had just left Owensboro, Ky., where he had fin- 
ished making ‘‘The Kentuckian’’ and was on the way to Key 
West to work on ‘‘The Rose Tattoo.”’ 

And Georgia’s Mr. Johnson insfead of beating the drums for 
the movies was simply fascinated by a brush with Thomas Hart 
Benton, the artist, who had been commissioned to paint Lan- 
caster. A picture by Benton was wanted to portray Lancaster 
as a rugged American frontiersman to publicize the 1820 period 
adventure drama. 


But the movie makers, according to Mr. Johnson, got more 
for their money than a portrait. They got a close-up acquaintance 
with one of the most famous characters in the American art 
world. 

“Back in 1941 Benton lost his job when he quipped, ‘I'd 
rather sell my paintings to bawdy houses and saloons—even to 
women’s clubs—than to have them hung in art museums,’ ”’ Grady 
reported. 


And the pungent and outspoken lone wolf is still shocking 
and outraging people. Harold Hecht, producer of ‘“‘The Ken- 
tuckian,’’ wanted a picture by an artist ‘‘whose technique and 
sympathies wouldn't distort the raw, untutored but vital spirit 
of the early American settlers into some conventional looking 
poster art,’’ Grady said. With Benton making preliminary 
sketches of Lancaster on the set, while the actor both directed 
and played the leading male role in the picture, they got some 
crackling ‘‘Bentonisms.”’ 

For example, the 65-year-old, grey-mustached artist con- 
tinues to defend his stand against art museums which he said 
back in the ‘40s were ‘“‘graveyards run by young men with a 
curve,.in their wrists and a swing in their gait.’’ 

‘The ultimate meaning of a work of art is not determined 
by the artists.’’ he says, ‘“‘but by the spectator.” 


A mural he once painted for the Missouri State Capitol 
included two nose-thumbing youngsters and a woman changing 
her baby’s diapers. The mothers of Missouri rebelled. 

In Indiana some of the rather plain portraits he painted and 
then insisted were typical Indianans brought down the wrath .of 
typical Indianans. ‘‘Susanna and the Elders,’’ the controversial 
naked lady being spied on by some men in the bushes, became 
so notorious that Billy Rose is supposed to have hung the paint- 
ing in a nightclub to capitalize on the public's desire to peek too. 


But, according to Grady, Benton’s racy statements are in 
contrast to a benign peaceful personality. He contends that too 
many American artists still suffer from what he calls ‘‘colonial- 
ism,’’ finding their source of inspiration in France, ‘‘the mother 
country of ihe painter’’ instead of the United States. 

And one of his comments on the modern. painter is pretty 
timely, if not perhaps altogether true, in Georgia right now. 
The modern painter, he said, ‘‘lacks contact with the going con- 
cern of life, like a state legislator, for example.”’

expectation of further action, and 
stepped in with a double as a 
means of increasing the revenue. 
Little did he dream that his ac- 
tion was premature. 

West opened the deuce of clubs 
and as declarer won with the ace 
he looked across the table at a 
bleak scene. Since a heart loser 
was inevitable declarer must 
find a way to manage the spade 
suit with the loss of only one 
trick. Apparently, therefore, he 
must find a doubleton jack-ten 
of spades but East’s double made 
it appear that he had a some- 
what more robust trump holding. 
Declarer realized therefore that 
to bring in this ‘impossible’ 
contract he would, in addition 
to his six high card tricks in the 
side suits, have to score five 
trump tricks. 

If the opening lead were honest 
each of the adversaries had four 
clubs so that declarer could bring 
in three ruffs in the closed hand 
without complications. 

He crossed to the king of hearts 
and ruffed a club, returned to 
the ace of hearts and ruffed an- 
other club. He then entered 
dummy with a diamond and 
ruffed the last club. The two re- 
maining diamonds were cashed 
and declarer had left in his hand 
the king-nine-eight of spades and 
a heart. East was down to noth- 
ing but trumps. Declarer got out 
with a heart and East had to 
ruff. With the ace-jack-ten of 
spades East could not prevent 
declarer from winning two of the 
last three tricks.

The indictment charges Siskin 
put about $1,500 into the lottery, 
mostly for the purpose of police 
protection in Rome. 

Named in the indictment as co- 
conspirators are Wilburn Chat- 
man, Carlton Wfight, Eddie Dia- 
mond Jr., John C. Palmore and| 
Clifford Thomas. 

Siskin and Solomon established 
the lottery after a meeting here 
Nov. 1, 1953, the bill states.
